WHAT WE FEARED. 
— 

A Washington dispatch says that 
the Treasury Department begins to 
perceive that it has a grave problem 
on its cards in securing the proper 
enforcement of the law restricting 
Chinese immigration. The point to 
which attention is now beieg chiefly 
directed is that of the extreme north- 
wést frontier of Washington Territory, 
as it ‘impioges on British Columbia, 
and by-and-by will extend over the 
whole frontier line to be affected by 
the construction of the Canadian 
Pacific. At present the point of 
vantage for the dealers and managers 
of, Oninese labor is where Vancouver 
Island touches the waters .of Puget 
Sound by the straits of Guan Del Fuca 
and the shores adjacent thereto. There 
are, it is said, about 14,000 Chinese in 
the colony of British Columbia. Six 
thousand of these are employed in the 
construction of. the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad. The white population does 
not exceed 25,000. The balance are 
Indians and Chinese. 

The frontier now te be watched 
against the illegal interest of this alien 
population is not very extended, but 
the work of devising plans and execut- 
ing them will require activity and 
sagacity. The only purpose there is 
in the encouragememt and tranship- 
ment of Chinese labor is to make profit 
for labor compradores, and to give 
Chinese laborers a chance. We are 
outside barbarians to be despised and 
to be cheated whenever it is possible 
to do so. The Chinese are practically 
locusts. They swarm and then 
leave. Chinese railroad navvies 
build no villages, make no farms, 
create no towns, require no stores, 
When their work is done the road is 
bare. If built with white labor the 
converse is true. We recite these 
points only to point out that 
Chinese labor is alien and for- 
eign. This labor migration is con- 
ducted wholly through the British 
colony of Hong Kong. It is evident 

“that labor dealers propose to make 
Vancouver island their Hong Kong of 
reception: Take Meroator's map of 
the world and it will be seen that 
Hong Kong, Vancouver Island and 
San Francisco make three points of an 
ne triangle. Chinese labor is 
to be driven from the lower point and 
proposes to assault its base from above 
by turns in te flank from Vancouver 
Island through Washington and the 
other northwest territory. We shall 
have somethitg to say as to the de- 
sign of the labor dealers. on Mexico 
and their flanking in that direction.

Cassidy on His Feet. 

Wasnmorox, August 7. 

Representative Cassidy of Nevada 
took occasion in a speech, Saturday, 
on a bill to provide for the erection of 
a public building in Carson to give 
Congress some information as to the 
resources of Nevada, and to reply 
to some of the strictures on that 
State and its insignificant voting popu- 
lation. He said Nevada had been 
admitted to the Union to aid in sup- 


2 the rebel!ion and to give the 
nion party the aid of two additional 


members in the Senate, as well as te 


exempl‘fy the indissolubleness of the 
Union of States. It was not admitted 
on a basis of pepulation. Since the 
admission the population has increased 
from $9,000 in 1864, to 62,000 in 1880, 
under adverse circumstances, includ- 
ing a severe blow to the principal in- 
dustry of the State by the demonetiza- 
tion of silver in 1873. The general 
government, he said, had done prac- 
tically nothing for the State, which 
had neither river nor barbors, and 
which had not received a dollar for 

ublic improvements, except the 

nited States Branch Mint, which 
is run at a profit to the govern- 
ment. In nineteen years the State 
had paid into the Federal Treasury 
five millions in internal revenue and 
had contribnted a million more in pay- 
ment for lands, valueless to the Gov- 
ernment until operations on them had 
made them valuable. Hardly a dol- 
lar ot this money had found its way 
back to the State. Against this sort 
of treatment he protested. He showed 
by figures that more than 40 members 
of the House represented districts 
containing as small a voting populs- 
tion as the one he represented. After 
going at some length into a discussion 
of the siver question, as affecting the 
interests of Nevada, he spoke of the 
needs of the State, the priocipal of 
which was, he said, more water, aod 
made a vigorous argument in favor of 
the sinking of »n artesiaa well, a work 
which he wanted carried on by the 
Government through the Geological 
Survey. 


The Winter's Work. 
WASHINGTON, August 7. 

It is generally expected Congress 
will adjourn this evening. The House 
will leave behind a calendar of some 
70 pages. On the House calendar 
proper remain 125 measures, 230 prop- 
ositions upon the calendar of the Com- 
mittee of the Whole. Thirty-three of 
them are public building bills. More 
thao 400 private relief bills practically 
find a grave in the private calendar on 
the Spenker's table. About 200 Senate 
bills, most of them of a private cher- 
acter, 2,283 bills and joint reeolutions 
have been introduced in the Senate, of 
which 466 that body. At the 
hour of final adjournment, besides a 
great number of measures not yet re- 
ported from Senate committees, there 
will remain upon the Senate calendar 
about 190 Senate bills and joint reso- 
lutions, all of whicn will have to take 
their chances at the next session.

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SHOWERS OF STARS. 
The Aunnal Display of Meteors Set for 
This Week. 

On the nights of the. 9th, 10th and 
11th, there will be a display of Oeles- 
tial freworka that never fail in their 
exhibition. The earth then ‘plunges 
through the domains of an erratic 


member of the syetem er as the 
August meteor zone. is mysteri- 
ously associated with the second comet 
of 1862, or has been gradually formed 
from its substance. The meteors are 
now distributed through every portion 
of the vast ring, though somewhat un- 
equally. Therefore, evety year, when 
about the 10th of August the earth 
crosses this zone, there is a shower of 
meteors more or less abundant. Some- 
times the showers are very brilliant. 
At ordinary times, an observer may be 
reasonably sure of counting several 
hundreds on the nights mentioned. 
These meteors are usually yellow, and 
leave behind trails of vapor that often 
last several senonds. The meteoric 
downfall may be easily explained. 
The earth travels with a velocity of 
eighteen miles a second, plunges ioto 
a mass of cosmical atoms, whose veloci: 
ty ls increased by ber attraction to 
thirty miles a second, The meteors 
impinge upon the atmosphere with 
this tremendous velocity, become va- 
porized by the concussion, and leave a 
train of luminous vapor behind them 
when they tall. This ring of meteors 
is calculated to be nearly eleven 
thousand million miles in diameter, 
and four million miles in breadth. 
The fiery tears of St. Lawrence is the 
name given to the August meteors by 
the poetry and superstision of the 
past, because they fall on the day 
made inemorable by the martyrdom of 
the famous saint.
